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STAFF  REVIEWS  YEAR 


Looking  back  over  the  past 
scholastic  year,  the  Tech  Talk 
staff  members  can  congratulate 
each  other  for  a  job  well  done. 
Though  the  paper  has  made  but 
little  progress  in  actual  number 
of  publications  (six  as  compared 
to  last  years  five)  there  have  been 
many  improvements  made. 

In  the  middle  of  the  year,  Ed- 
itor Joseph  Goodman's  efforts 
cut  the  costs  of  printing  by  38%. 
This  was  accomplished  by  switch- 
ing from  an  offset  lithograph 
method  of  printing  to  letterpress. 
This  lower  cost  will  allow  the 
paper  to  lower  advertising  rates 
and  increase  the  number  of  issues 
in  the  future. 

An  improved  advertising  set  up 
which  was  inaugurated  to  offset 
costs,  should  yield  good  returns 
next  year.  Another  innovation  in 
the  past  year  was  the  new  sub- 
scription and  circulation  depart- 
ment headed  by  Earle  Holden. 
The  subscriptions  from  this  year 
alone  would  almost  pay  for  an 
extra  issue  under  the  new  print- 
ing system. 

Also  in  this  year,  new  features 
have  been  added  to  the  paper. 
"The  Greek  World"  has  given 
you  all  the  fraternity  and  sorority 
news.  "Letters  to  the  Editor" 
received  almost  immediate  popu- 
larity: a  Jazz  column  was  start- 
ed in  the  fourth  issue.  The  efforts 
of  "Thos"  brought  us  an  account 
of  the  Student  Council  meetings 
in  every  issue.  "Alumni  Corner" 
was  founded  with  the  aid  of  Prof. 
Fenaux,  and  a  technical  report 
feature  was  established  by  Gus 
Diez. 


All  things  considered,  this  year 
was  a  successful  one  for  Tech 
Talk.  The  tireless  efforts  of  Joe 
Goodman  and  his  assistants  saw 
our  paper  through  a  few  rough 
spots.  The  progress  made,  though 
it  may  seem  minor,  makes  Tech 
Talk's  future  much  brighter.
